In  consequence  of  extraordinary  circumstances  which 
rendered  necessary  a  change  of  the  time  and  place  fixed  by 
the  Council  of  1864,  the  Bishop  appointed  this  day  and  place 
for  the  meeting  of  the  seventy-sixth  Annual  Council  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Caro- 
lina;  and,  accordingly,  several  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  assem- 
bled, in  the  above  Church,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Lord,  D.  D., 
and  because  of  the  default  of  the  preachers  appointed,  a  ser- 
mon was  preached  by  the  Rev.  R.  P.  Johnson,  from  Genesis 
v.  24. 

The  Communion  Service  was  performed  by  the  Rev.  A. 
Glennie,  being  assisted  in  the  distribution  of  the  elements  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Lord. 

After  a  short  recess,  the  Council  was  called  to  order  by  the 
Bishop,  and  the  Roll  of  the  Clergy  called  by  the  Secretary, 
whereupon  the  following  answered  to  their  names,  viz :

Festival  of  the  Ascension, 

May  25th,  A.  D.  1865. 
The  Council  met  according  to  adjournment. 
Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  P.  F.  Stevens,  the 
Ante-Communion  Service  by  the  Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough, 
and,  after  a  short  interval,  the  Council  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Bishop. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved  ;  the 
Roll  of  the  Clergy  and  Parishes  were  severally  called,  and  the 
same  found  to  be  in  attendance  to-day  as  yesterday,  except 
the  Rev.  Stephen  Elliott  and  Rev.  James  Stoney,  present 
yesterday,  were  absent  to-day.  There  was,  therefore,  no 
quorum  of  Churches. 

A  short  time  was  spent  by  the  Clergy  and  Laity  present  in 
informal  conference  upon  subjects  of  deep  interest,  during 
which  the  Rev,  T.  F.  Davis,  Jr.,  introduced  the  following 
preamble  and  resolutions  :  • 

It  has  seemed  fit  to  Almighty  God,  in  His  wise  Providence,  to  take 
out  of  this  evil  and  troubled  world,  the  soul  of  our  much  beloved 
brother,  J.  K.  Sass.  Never  did  we  feel  the  need,  or  recognize  the  ines- 
timable value,  of  such  a  man  more  than  now.  His  watchword  was 
unceasing  activity,  guided  by  conscience,  and  quickened  by  the  Spirit  of 
God.  His  religion  was  one  of  deeds  rather  than  of  words,  and  he 
exemplified  well  the  glorious  apothegm  of  the  early  apologist  for 
Christianity  :  "  Magna  non  loquimur,  sed  vivimus."  He  lived  much  in 
the  atmosphere  of  prayer,  and  the  chief  aim  and  delight  of  his  life  was  to 
"  do  good  unto  all  men,  especially  unto  them  that  are  of  the  household 
of  faith."  We  grieve  that  we  and  the  whole  Church  have  lost  him  ;  yet 
fully  believing  that  his  pious  spirit  is  at  peace  with  Christ,  and  laying 
to  heart  the  Prophet's  words,  that  righteous  and  merciful  men  are 
often,  by  the  tender  love  of  God,  "  taken  away  from  the  evil  to  come," 
we  willingly  yield  him  up  to  that  Good  and  Almighty  Being,  who  doeth 
all  things  after  the  counsel  of  His  own  will,  and  who  cannot  do  other- 
wise than  well.    May  His  exhaustless  wealth  of  creative  and  sanctify- 
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ing  power  raise  up  in  the  midst  of  our  stricken  and  necessitous  Church 
and  country  many  such  Christians  and  citizens  as  Mr.  Sass ! 

Resolved,  That  his  sudden  transfer  into  eternity  in  the  prime  of  his 
powers,  and  in  the  very  harvest  time  of  his  work  for  God,  only  displays 
to  us  in  another  form  that  same  unusual  nearness  and  conjunction 
between  earth  and  Heaven,  the  things  of  the  world,  and  the  things  of 
Jesus  Christ,  which  his  life  so  habitually  and  piously  illustrated. 

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  offer  up  our  thanks  to  the  Divine  Head  of 
the  Church  for  the  rare  and  happy  combination  of  excellent  gifts 
bestowed  on  our  departed  brother ;  for  his  meek  devotion,  his  inces- 
sant zeal,  his  practical  judgment,  his  overflowing  beneficence,  his  hum- 
ble and  self-forgetting  usefulness,  his  absorbing,  love  for  the  truth  of 
Christ,  and  for  the  Church  of  Christ.  And  we  pray  for  grace  to  resem- 
ble him  in  all  good  works. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  transmit  to  the  family 
of  the  deceased  a  copy  of  the  above,  and  tender  to  them  the  deepest 
sympathy  of  this  meeting  in  the  sacred  sorrows  of  their  bereavement. 

The  resolutions  were  cordially  approved,  and  it  was  the 
unanimous  desire  of  those  present  that  they  should  be  entered 
upon  the  records  of  the  Church. 

It  was  also  the  sense  of  the  meeting,  that  the  Bishop's  An- 
nual Address,  read  to  the  members  of  Council,  assembled  at 
the  house  of  the  Rev.  T.  F.  Davis,  Jr.,  on  Wednesday  evening, 
together  with  the  Parochial  Reports,  be  recorded  as  usual ; 
and  the  Secretary  was  authorized,  at  his  discretion,  to  pub- 
lish one  hundred  copies  of  the  pamphlet,  which  they,  together 
with  these  proceedings,  will  form. 

After  singing  the  Gloria  in  Excelcis,  and  prayer  by  the 
Bishop,  the  members  of  Council  dispersed.

READ  TO  THE  MEMBERS  OF  COUNCIL  ASSEMBLED  AT  THE 
RECTORY,  CAMDEN,  BY  REV.  THOS.  F.  DAVIS,  Jr.,  MAY 
24TH,  A.  D.  1865. 


Brethren  of  the  Council:  I  herewith  present  to  you 
the  account  of  my  official  acts  since  our  last  meeting  : 

May  13.  Friday,  forenoon.  Divine  service  was  held  in  the  Church  of 
The  Advent,  Spartanburg.  The  prayers  were  read  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Marshall  and  Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough ;  Rev.  E. 
Bellinger  preached.  In  the  afternoon  Rev.  Edward  Walker 
read  service,  and  Rev.  J.  J.  Roberts  preached.

June  13.  Third  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Mars  Bluff.  A  very  heavy  rain 
prevented  service,  both  on  this  day  and  the  following ; 
but  on  Sunday,  14th,  the  Rector,  Rev.  A.  Moore,  read  the 
service  :  I  preached,  and  confirmed  three  white  persons. 

June  16.  Thursday.  I  preached  at  Darlington,  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  which  was  kindly  offered  to  us,  Rev.  Mr.  Moore 
reading  the  service.

At  night,  at 
Helena,  more  than  a  mile  distant,  the  work  shops  of  the 
Greenville  Railroad,  and  the  Mission  of  the  Rev.  E.  C- 
Logan,  I  preached  in  a  building  fitted  up  as  a  place  of

October  15th.  Saturday.  Rev.  Robert  Wilson  preached  in  Newberry, 
and  at  night  Rev.  Mr.  McCollough  preached  at  Helena.

Here,  Brethren,  is  the  record  of  my  services  for  the  past 
year.  It  is  brief,  and  with  less  results  than  heretofore;  the 
reason  is  but  too  obvious.  Events  of  momentous  and  evil 
character  have  passed  over  the  country,  the  State,  and  the 
Church.  Calamities  and  sadness  press  upon  us.  We  feel 
that  we  are  suffering  under  the  mighty  hand  of  God.  As  His 
Church  and  people,  passing  through  all  temporal  considera- 
tions, let  us  humble  ourselves  before  the  throne  of  His 
Majesty.  Let  us  confess  our  sins,  and  acknowledge  His 
righteousness;  humbly  submissive  to  His  blessed  will,  we 
shall  find  the  tokens  of  His  presence  and  love.  For  our- 
selves, let  us  "  stand  in  awe  and  sin  not."  When  the  founda- 
tions are  laid  bare,  let  us  search  at  the  roots  of  the  Tree  of 
Life  for  the  sources  of  truth  and  judgment,  and  look  up  with 
continued  and  unwavering  trust  to  Him  who  is  our  God  and 
reconciled  Father  in  Christ  Jesus. 

I  will  bring  to  your  minds  one  or  two  particulars.  Soon 
after  the  passage  of  Gen.  Sherman's  army  through  the  coun- 
try, our  Seminary  buildings  in  this  place  were  entirely 
destroyed  by  the  act  of  an  incendiary.  At  least  two-thirds 
of  the  books  contained  in  it  were  burnt  up.  This  is  greatly  to 
be  lamented.  To  it  must  be  added,  I  fear,  the  loss  of  the 
funds  of  the  Seminary.  Still,  it  is  very  much  desired  that  this 
institution  shall  commence  its  labors  as  soon  as  possible ; 
let  me  commend  it  to  your  prayers  and  sympathies,  and 
entreat  for  it  your  best  efforts. 

We  have  not  been  able  during  the  past  year  to  secure 
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chaplains  for  the  army  to  the  extent  that  was  desirable  ;  and 
our  missions  along  the  coast,  although  not  ineffectual,  were 
soon  broken  up. 

Let  me,  before  I  close  this  brief  address,  bring  one  sad 
event  to  your  minds.  A  beloved  name  has  fallen  from  the  roll 
of  the  Church.  We  shall  never  again  behold  in  our  assem- 
blies one  who  was  rarely  absent  from  them,  or  from  any 
good  work.  God  has  taken  from  among  us  our  brother, 
Jacob  K.  Sass.  His  was  a  spirit  of  rare  beneficence,  untiring 
energy  in  good,  and  full  of  sympathizing  Christian  affections. 
He  has  been  removed  from  us,  ripe  in  faith,  and  in  the  fruits 
of  righteousness.  Let  us  not  mourn,  but  seek  to  imitate  his 
active  zeal  for  the  Church  which  he  loved.

Remarks:  It  has  been  my  earnest  desire  to  raise  a  class  of  white 
children  to  be  catechised  at  the  Church  ;  but  various  circumstances 
have  prevented.  I  hope,  however,  soon  to  make  this  little  addition  to 
my  work.  This  report  is  necessarily  incomplete,  as  I  lost  the  most  of 
my  records  during  a  short  absence  from  home  after  the  fall  of  Columbia, 
when  my  house  was  visited  and  robbed  by  the  negroes.  My  account  of 
Communion  Alms  and  other  things  was  lost  in  this  way. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  services  of  the  Parish,  I  have  exchanged 
with  two  of  my  brethren,  and  preached  once  in  St.  Mark's  Church, 
Clarendon  ;  and  twice  in  Christ  Church,  Columbia,  including  also  a  night 
service,  for  the  negroes,  in  the  lecture  room  of  the  Church. 

In  January  last,  I  was  sent  by  the  Bishop  on  a  short  mission  to  the 
soldiers,  and  preached  and  lectured  to  them,  in  all,  seven  times. 


ST.  MARK'S,  CLARENDON.

My  Dear  Bishop  :  My  congregation,  on  the  French  Broad,  having 
been  dispersed  by  the  unsettled  state  of  the  country,  I  was  forced,  in 
June  last,  to  take  refuge  at  Flat  Rock,  where  I  occasionally  assisted  the 
Rector.  About  the  last  of  September  I  removed  to  this  place,  where  I 
have  (with  a  few  exceptions)  supplied  the  Church,  in  the  absence  of 
the  Rector,  on  every  alternate  and  every  fifth  Sunday  in  the  month  ; 
also  held  service  weekly  in  Lent,  twice  in  the  week  ;  and  during  Pas- 
sion week,  daily.  I  have  baptized  1  white  infant,  and  buried  2  whites 
(1  adult  and  1  infant),  reported  to  and  by  the  Rector. 


Rev.  JOSEPH  HUNTER.

I  have  very  few  official  services  to  record  as  performed  during  the 
past  year.  The  fierce  and  cruel  war  waged  by  the  North  has  interrupted 
ecclesiastical  as  well  as  civil  duties.  A  refugee,  and  without  pastoral 
charge,  my  engagements  have  been  confined  to  "the Church  in  my 
house,"  and,  as  required,  to  occasional  aid  rendered  to  the  Rectors  of  the 
city  parishes.  I  have  performed  the  funeral  service  over  the  remains  of 
one  of  my  children  and  two  of  my  servants.  These  acts  embrace  all 
that  I  have  to  report  to  the  Council. 


ST.  JOHN'S  CHURCH,  FAIRFIELD.

Gen.  W.  T.  Sherman,  U.  S.  A.,  on  the  surrender  of  Columbia  to  him, 
by  the  city  authorities,  on  the  17th  of  February,  1865,  having  occupied 
it  with  a  large  part  portion  of  his  army,  the  greater  part  of  the  town 
was,  on  the  night  of  that  day,  set  on  fire  by  his  troops  and  reduced  to 
ashes.  The  rectory  having  perished  in  the  general  conflagration,  the 
Parochial  Register,  containing  a  record  of  all  my  official  acts  during  the 
thirty-one  years  of  my  connection  with  the  parish  as  its  Rector,  and 
those  of  the  past  year,  was  destroyed  with  the  dwelling.  I  regret,  there- 
fore, that  I  am  unable  to  make  any  report  of  the  services  performed,  and 
the  ordinances  administered  by  me  since  the  date  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Council,  held  in  1864. 
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TRINITY  CHURCH,  BLACK  .OAK. 

Rev.  P.  F.  STEVENS,  Rector. 
I  have  held  divine  service  in  my  church,  44  times  on  Sunday,  and 
18  times  during  the  week  ;  preached  elsewhere  8  times,  and  read 
prayers  7  times.  Been  assisted  in  divine  service  by  a  brother  clergy- 
man twice.  Held  service  for  the  negroes  of  my  parish,  67  times  on 
Sunday,  and  76  times  during  the  week.  Baptized  9  white  children,  65 
colored,  and  16  colored  adults.  Buried  :  9  whites,  3  colored.  Married  : 
2  white.  Contributions:  Communion  alms,  1551.23  ;  for  refugees  from 
Atlanta,  $1,094.70  ;  parish  donations  for  prisoners,  $70.00 ;  Confederate 
States  Bible  Society,  $310.40 ;  total,  $2026.33.  There  are  in  my  parish 
21  families,  numbering  47  communicants,  56  non-communicants,  of 
which  latter,  37  are  children  under  fourteen  years  of  age.  The  parish 
has  lost  four  communicants  by  death,  two  being  killed  in  battle,  one 
by  disease  contracted  in  camp,  and  one  by  natural  death  ;  one  by 
removal  from  the  parish.  I  admitted  8,  and  received  one  from  another 
parish.  Owing  to  the  disturbances  occasioned  by  the  passage  of  the 
U.  S.  troops  through  the  parish,  I  am  not  able  to  give  an  accurate  return 
of  the  negroes  under  my  charge.  Iam  deeply  grateful  to  Almighty  God, 
however,  to  be  able  to  say  that  I  have  not  been  at  all  discouraged,  but 
rather  encouraged,  by  the  conduct  of  the  negroes.  I  am  firmly  convinced 
that  while  there  have  been  some  instances  of  disorder,  and  some 
negroes  have  been  glad  to  avail  themselves  of  the  offer  of  freedom,  and 
have  left  the  parish,  it  has  been  alone  the  restraining  influence  cf  the 
Gospel,  in  its  effects  both  on  master  and  slave,  which  has  so  absolutely 
prevented  outrage,  and  kept  the  great  body  of  negroes  in  my  parish 
quiet.  They  seem,  on  most  plantations,  to  desire  earnestly  the  Word 
of  Truth.  Since  the  loosening  the  bonds  of  the  master's  authority,  I 
have  noticed  scarcely  any  difference  in  attendance  upon  my  services. 
'  Everywhere  I  have  been  greeted  with  the  marks  of  warm  affection,  and 
in  some  places  my  congregations  have  been  even  larger  than  formerly. 


CHURCH  OF  THE  REDEEMER,  ORANGEBURG. 

Rev.  PAUL  TRAPIER  and 

Rev.  STILES  MELLICHAMP,  Missionaries. 

The  statistics  of  this  parish  are  postponed,  as  they  cannot  be  given 
now  with  any  approach  to  accuracy;1  the  army  of  Gen.  Sherman,  which 
passed  through  Orangeburg  in  February  last,  having  thrown  everything 
into  confusion,  and  hindered  one  of  the  ministers  from  going  thither 
since  January  28th. 

He  knows  only  that  most  of  the  few  who  were  well  off  among  his 
parishioners  are  now  poor;  that  widows  and  orphans,  who  had  saved 
a  little  from  the  wreck  of  their  property  in  the  low  country,  are  stripped 
of  that  little,  and  that  defenceless  females  were  living  on  the  scraps  left 
by  those  who  had  taken  from  them  their  supplies  for  domestic  use. 
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The  other  Missionary,  though  obliged,  for  many  weeks,  to  walk,  in  his 
C4th  year,  five  miles  to  and  from  the  Church,  his  horse  having  been 
carried  off  with  most  of  his  food  and  clothing,  has  been  holding  service 
regularly. 

He  writes  on  the  1st  of  May  :  "  I  do  not  now  walk,  as  my  sister-in- 
law,  who  has  lost  all  else,  is  here  with  a  broken  down  mule  and  a  carry- 
all, so  that  I  am  able  to  officiate  every  Sunday  morning.  Our  dear  flock 
is  bearing  up  bravely  in  tribulation.  Faith,  patience  and  fortitude 
seem  measurably  extended  to  them  from  the  treasure-house  of  grace 
above.  Our  congregations  are  still  respectable.  The  Sunday-school  is 
going  on  reasonably  well.  Nearly  $400  have  been  received  at  the 
Communion," 


CHURCH  OF  THE  HOLY  COMFORTER,  SUMTER. 

Rev.  ALBERT  R.  WALKER,  Rector. 

Baptisms :  White,  adults,  1  ;  infants,  4 ;  colored,  infants,  1  ;  total,  6. 
Deaths:  white,  7.  Confirmations:  white,  1.  Collections:  Missions, 
$653.00;  alms,  $305.00  ;  total, $958.00. 

There  has  been  no  material  change  in  the  congregation,  or  in  the 
Sunday-school.  Our  community  has  been  visited  by  the  enemy.  Private 
families  suffered  much  generally;  though  our  experience,  through 
God's  mercy,  was  much  better  than  we  had  reason  to  expect  from  the 
experience  of  other  communities,  and  also  from  the  character  of  the 
troops  that  visited  our  houses.  Our  church  suffered  considerably,  as  it 
was  used  by  the  enemy  as  a  hospital.  Our  vestments,  together  with 
other  articles  belonging  to  the  church  and  vestry  room,  were  taken. 
An  attempt  was  made  to  save  them,  but  those  in  charge  refused  to  send 
them  ;  giving,  at  the  same  time,  the  assurance  that  they  would  not  be 
molested.  They  were  missing,  however,  when  sent  for,  immediately 
after  the  departure  of  the  troops  from  the  town.  Mr.  John  Thomson, 
who  became  connected  with  the  church  from  its  beginning,  and  who 
contributed,  by  his  time  and  means,  in  settling  the  congregation  as  a 
body  in  the  community,  ended  his  days  upon  the  field  of  battle  ;  hav- 
ing fallen,  instantly  killed,  during  the  skirmish  which  occurred  near 
the  town,  at  Dingle's  Mills,  on  the  9th  of  last  month. 

P.S. — It  should  be  mentioned  that  the  Confirmation  would  have  been 
considerably  larger,  had  not  the  approach  of  the  enemy  prevented  the 
candidates  from  attending.  He  entered  the  town  the  same  Sunday 
which  was  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  and  only  a  few  hours  after  the 
congregation  was  dismissed. 
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ST.  PHILIP'S  CHURCH,  BRADFORD  SPRINGS. 

Rev.  ALBERT  R.  WALKER,  Rector. 

Baptisms:  White,  infants,  3;  colored,  infants,  14 ;  total,  17.  Confir- 
mations, white,  1.  Deaths:  colored,  1.  Collections:  Missions,  $703.00 ;

There  has  been  no  material  change  in  the  congregation  and  Sunday- 
school.  This  Church  was  also  visited  during  the  enemy's  raid  from 
Georgetown,  but  suffered  very  little.  I  have  been  compelled,  for  a  short 
time  at  least,  to  accede  to  the  suggestion  of  the  Vestry  in  closing  the 
Church,  until  some  arrangements  can  be  made,  whereby  I  will  be  able 
to  travel  from  my  town  to  my  upper  Church.  Indeed  1  had  no  choice, 
as  my  conveyance,  together  with  horse  and  harness,  were  stolen  during 
the  occupation  of  the  town  of  Sumter.  As  soon  as  possible  the  Church 
will  be  regularly  opened  again.

To  my  brethren,  the 
Rectors  of  the  Churches  in  Columbia,  I  have  also  rendered  occasional 
assistance.
